course there is yet time for Mr. Thura- 
tou to send such notification, and one of 
the department officials said no doubt it 
would he received boforo Mr. Thurstou 
left tho country, if ho h»d determined 
ou going. 


Mr. Thurstou's departure put nil end 


to previous comment, aa to his purpose 
to remuin in \Vaaliington as it thorn iu 
the side of tbe state department. His 
statement does not muke clear, how- 
ever, whether hia fibeencu SB temporary 
or permivuont, and the minister will not 
go into details. It is regarded aa Jinul, 
however, in showing that he wilt not 
seek to remain in Washington aa n 
source of any irritation. There have 
been reports, believed, however, to ho 
baseless, that if ho persisted in re- 
maining in a private capacity the law 
would be evoked to have him deported; 
but Mr. Thurs ton's statement is rognrd- 
ed as Rattling that there will be no oc- 
casion for ordering him from the coun- 
try. 


In some quarters Mr. Thura ton's move 


is regarded :i9 a shrewd diplomatic 
stroke. It is recalled that ho loft un- 
expectedly about fifteen months ago 
when the question of restoring the 
i^uttm to the thrunu WUB ut ti critical 
stuge in Hawaii, The Hawaiian govern- 
ment was on the point of reaching a 
decision, but had not yet done so. At 
this juncture Mr. Thurston left Wash- 
ington suddenly, his departure not 
being known until he was well on the 
way to San Francisco. He was full of 
information as to the sentiment in the 
United States, and when be reached 
Hawaii his advice had much to do in 
the final action of the government. It 
IB being suggested, therefore, that his 
departure at the presunt juncture, be- 
fore it is known what action thu Hawai- 
ian government has titkon on Secretary 
-GreBham'a demand, may result -in his 
bcin£ at Honolulu when final action is 
taken. No information has yet come 
from Hawaii us to the course of the 
government. The first ship to arrive is 
the Australia, expected at San Francisco 
tomorrow. 


Tho dopnrturn of Mr. Thurston from 


the United Status without being recalled 
by his government will leave thu rela- 
tion between thin govunimunt and Ha- 
waii in a peculiar condition. It cannot 
be said that there is a rupture of diplo- 
matic relations, but they will certrttnly 
be severely B trained. It is customary in 
ordinary cases when a minister leaves 
the United States permanently for htm 
to present letters of recall to the Presi- 
dent and take his leave. But as Mr. 
Thurston baa not !«>IMI recalled he can- 
not do this. Then when a minister 
leaves the United States temporarily lie 
usually addresses a note to the stato de- 
partment and informs it that he has left- 
the location in the hands of a charge. 
Probably Mr. Thurston had adopted the 
latter course. Hut in the celebrated 
Catacazy case, in which the Russian 
government had been requested to re- 
call its objectionable minister, and the 
latter, before hia government had passed 
upon the request, notified the depart- 
ment oE state that lie proposed to leave 
the United States on leave of absence, 
Secretary Fish strongly objected, and 
insisted that the United States would 
accept nothing less than thu mini a tor 'a 
recall. 


In the end Mr. Oataca/y did leave the 


United States without being recalled, 
just us Mr. Thurston is about to do, 
turning over the business of thu legation 
to a charge, and our government ac- 
cepted tho situation and eo expressed 
itself as satisfied. It was a long time 
before another minister cajne from HHB- 
aia to Washington, and the similarity in 
other features of the two incidents leads 
to tbe supposition that the parallel may 
be carried on further and that Mr. Hast- 
ings, the Hawaiian charge, may be left 
here in that position for many months. 
From a diplomatic point of view this 
cannot be regarded as a complete rup- 
ture of relations, but such a situation 
similar to the one in which tiie Italian 
Jegtition was left by the withdrawal ol 
Baron Fava four years ago, is generally 
regarded ns very unsatisfactory, and is 
calculated to make Mr. Willis' position 
as minister at Honolulu untenable. 


WASHINGTON, March 20.— Before Mr. 


Thurston made the statement to the 
press today in regard to his intended de- 
jpartnre, ho sent a formal notification o 
the fact to the state department, naming 
Frank Hastings, secretary of the lega- 
tion, as charge d'affairs (luring his ab- 
sence. This is the regularcourse of dip- 
lomatic proceed ure under the circum- 
stances.

PAROCHIAL SCHOOLS. 


The Situation in Manitoba Grows 


More Complicated. 


ST. PAUL, March 26.™ A Winnipeg, 


'he first step in the renewed fight over 
parochial schools in Manitoba began in 
he legislature this afternoon when the 
full message was presented from the do- 
minion government at Ottawa, ordering 
he Manitoba legislature to give the 
Catholics their rights as tney existed 
before the abolition of parochial schools 
in 1890. 


The reading of the Ottawa message 


occupied over an hour and all verbiage 
removed, it amounts to the request as 
above stated. Mr. Martin, a Frcncl 
Jatliolic member of tbe legislature urged 
that the government should take imme- 
diate action, but Premier Green way pro- 
tested, saying the message should be 
printed in order that all members 
might know what they were dealing 
with. Here tho matter rested and the 
discussion will now probably not take 
place until Thursday. Meanwhile the 
situation grows more complicated. 


Erom Winnipeg that Premier Groenway 
has declared that "the governor goner 
al's order will be rejected in its en 
tirety," while not unexpected, has ere 
ated great excitement in official circles 
It is admitted that the situation is preg 
nant with critical possibilities and tha 
much depends upon the action of th 
Dominion government. 
It is, of course 


possible that the Manitoba legislator 
may shelve the question for a year, a 
the federal parliament has no jurisdic- 
tion till the government of the provinc 
acts or refuses to act on tbe order ; bu 
this Beema hardly likely to happen 
judging from the 
reports of feelin 


among most of the people of Manitoba 
So far the action of the government ha 
resulted in stirring up afeeiing in Onta 
rio very hostile to itself ,whila in Queue 
it has a directly contrary effect.

Cleary declared that ho was not burning 
his wife, but that ho was burning a 
witch and that she would disappear up 
t 10 chimney. Tho husband collected 
t iu charred remains and buried them. 
The prisoners, who wore remanded, nar- 
rowly escaped lynching, and had to be 
removed to jail under the uscort of a 
strong force of cousuibles.

that now occupying the attention of the 
Sacramento grand jury, the jury should 
have the hearty support and eympathy 
of the public, and of the press. Our 
readers will remember 
the Wallace 


grand jury in San Francisco, which did 
BO much good, in a preliminary way, a 
few yeare ago. There have dodbtlees 
been honest graud juries since that time, 
but none ao successful because Judge 
Wallace's jury had the hearty support 
of the people and of the press. Now let 
the pre'si rally to the support of Mr. La- 
Rue'a jury, and the chances are ten to 
one that some of the traitorous senators 
of the late legislature will be landed in 
San Quentin. 


No grand jury can be expected to 


prosecute ,an investigation of this kind 
pith much vigor when it sees that the 
lublic, in whose interest it is working, 
abee no interest in probable results. 


The silence of the press on this matter 


1D astounding. That a 
combination 


could eiist in the legislature la had 
enough, but when its existence is made 
known and no public clamor is heard 
for a thorough investigation, it is time 
to look around and see what the honest 
leaders of public opinion are doing. A. 
few years ago a legislator waa caught 
trying to sell positions on the San Fran- 
cisco police force. The San Francisco 
Examiner 
spent considerable money 


in trying to bring him to justice, 
and while he finally escaped the punish- 
ment he deserved, he was nevertheless 
made to know he had had a close 
cal), and it is likely that most of the 
dishonesty was scared out of him. 
But bin offense was aa nothing when 
compared with the crime now being in- 
vestigated ,by the Sacramento grand 
jury, yet in the present caee the Exam* 
incr, like its sleepy contemporaries, and 
unlike itself, ia doing comparatively 
nothing to help brin^ the legislative 
rogues to justice, Wnke np, brethren 
of the press. You have a duty to your 
ttato to perform.
